Committee Plans Study 


Maxim Lltvinoff of Russia agreed 
that there might be special cases 
such as that of Poland which would 
have to be taken (are of by the 
cooperating nations. 
France favored the creation of a 
special sub-committee to take care 
of such cases, that is, to 
study 
what provision should be made for 
the exemptlor of certain transac­ 
tions with Italy. It was agreed that 
this sub-committee should be cre­ 
ated. 
France also proposed the crea­ 
tion of a joint sub-committee to

Sweden gave strong support to 
the British “ buy nothing” idea. 
The cqmmittee definitely accept­ 
ed a list of key products, possible 
of use for war purposes aud the 
exportation of which to Italy would 
be prohibited in the proposed key 
products’ embargo. 
Th* committee tentatively added 
a second key products’ list nam­ 
ing coal, gasoline, and copper, but 
this list requires further study.

League states. 
League officials explained that a 
definite embargo on the exporta­ 
tions to Italy

coal, gasoline, copper and cotton

Germany.

Supreme Court’* Service 
The United States Supreme Court, which 
by a coincidence has bcfcun In a palatial 
new building what many believe will be it* 
most Important session. Is hampered more 
than It is helped by its conspicuous position. 
Observers say this Is evident among the 
court's members, who are adjusting Ihetn- 
•elves with difficulty to the space and *>*- 
nifleance of their new quarters. 


The Supreme Court’s service does 
not 
consist of Its decisions 
on 
sensational 
ossea 
closely 
associated 
with 
political 
Issues. The court properly resents Its pres­ 
ent role, lf reports of the private opinions 
of Its members may be truated. Fortunate­ 
ly, the members seem interested in doing 
everything 
possible lo preserve an atti­ 
tude of detachm ent from politics. 


Last Monday, the court handed down 380 
orders. Among them were 
consents to re­ 
view two cases Involving the constitution­ 
ality of the Tennessee valley authority and 
the agricultural adjustm ent act, two key­ 
stones of the new deal legislative struc­ 
ture. These esses, though formally only de­ 
tails In the court's program, will attract so 
much Interest they will seem to consti­ 
tute the court's entire activity. 
' Obviously, that is far from the fact. In 
the session which Is starting th e supreme 
court's 
real 
service 
will 
be 
performed 
along the paths of routine duty. This is an 
unusual 
period, however, and the court 
has been made an unwilling accomplice to 
the ennervetlng plot which has been thrust 
upon the world by circumstances. 
Instead of being permitted to perform 
Its function sa one of the three branches of 
the government In an atm osphere of judi­ 
cial calmness, the court will be Subjected 
to the whims and prejudices of an excited 
population. By th* crowd, It will be regard­ 
ed as a participant tn the Issue# which en­ 
gage popular attention, Instead of as an in­ 
stitution whose value to the nation lies in 
its detachment. 
Fortunately, member a of 
the court apparently are doing everything 
possible to submerge their personalities in 
the Impersonal institution they are serving. 


The Largest Tax 
It has become fashionable among spokes­ 
men for the Roosevelt administration to 
apeak reassuringly of 
budget 
balancing. 
This Interesting preparation for next year * 
election has produced and will continue to 
produce some curious facts. 
One fact which stands out trout the rest 
is that no one apparently has any hope of 
balancing the budget until 1H38. That re­ 
veals another fact, slightly less conspicuous 
bul full of meaning. What will happen in 
1938, besides a probable reduction in the 
relief burden, to hrlng the budget into bal­ 
ance? 
Part of the answ er is found in the social 
security act passed in the latest session of 
congress. The act provides for collection 
of a 3 percent tax on payrolls beginning In 
1937. The tax will increase gradually until 
It reaches a maximum of 9 percent In 1960. 
By that time it will reach an estimated re­ 
venue productively of 12,785.000,000 a year, 
which will make It the largest single tax 
ever collected. 
Nominall.', proceed.-, of the lax will ne 
used to build up reserves for an old age 
and 
unemployment 
insurance. 
Actually, 
they atli he used to help finance the federal 
government There will be no accumulation 
of cash. President B ism e'eh. In an unguard* 
ed moment, once said the social security act 
was hight.' desirable bec use it was being 
relied upon to help balance the budget. 
This aspect of social se. urlty was not dis­ 
cussed while congress was considering the 
social security act S e v e r itie s * . as talk of 
budget balancing becomes more pointed It 
is plain that 
the 
proceeds from social 
security are destined to become a major 
factor in government financing 


their atanding. lf a student who abow* pro­ 
mise of being a credit to a college, Is able 
to win a scholarship, or even to get a Job, 
certainly 
an outstanding athlete should he 
granted the sam e privilege. A football play­ 
er, Incidentally, 
would seem to have as 
much right to hold s state job as a ward 
heeler. 


Annually, the, United States gets excited 
over the fact th at football players are help­ 
ed with their educational expenses. Appar­ 
ently, Gov. Dav#y will get credit for start­ 
ing the furor In 1935. It's a distinction of 
dubious worth and will continue to be so un­ 
til someone explains why young men who 
play football should not have as good * 
claim to outside help In paying their school 
expenses ss young men who can't play foot­ 
ball.

throughout the United States are getting 
outside help which enabler them to attend 
college. Some of tho young men are foot­

The Outs Move In 
The natural Inclination 
In 
the 
United 
States Is to search for points of signifi­ 
cance In the Canadian election, which sup­ 
planted a Conservative majority in 
the 
house of commons with s Liberal majori­ 
ty. 


It la essential to remember af the outset 
of the search th at the party term s Conser­ 
vative and Liberal are not literal. The Con­ 
servative party, though traditionally friend­ 
ly to the Interests of big business, depart­ 
ed abruptly from that basis early this year 
by wholeaale abandonm ent of old principles 
and adoption of a sweeping new deal re­ 
sembling the new 
deal 
of 
the 
United 
States. 


The Canadian election, like the 1932 elec­ 
tion In this country, resulted In a change 
of 
administrations, 
not 
because 
Liberal 
principles seemed sounder or more attrac­ 
tive than Conservative principles but be­ 
cause the Conservative party had worn out 
I ta tolerance among voters. The new deal 
experiment of the 
Conservative 
govern­ 
ment, Instead of winning support for Pre­ 
mier 
Bennett's 
administration, 
alienated 
support. 


The decisive Conservative defeat, there­ 
fore, means chiefly that the outs have a 
chance to move In. There a no fundamental 
difference between the two major parties. 
!n 1930 the Conservatives were elected to 
combat the depression. After five years, 
voters are tired of one party's methods and 
are ready to give the opposition party a 
chance. The Liberal party, In cid sr. tally, did 
not expend much effort on the election, Its 
leaders knew that lf they sat tight and 
made no mistakes success would fall Into 
their laps. 


The election was not a decision between 
conflicting principles, hut rather an oppor­ 
tunity for discontented voters to show their 
dissatisfaction by throwing out one set of 
Jobholders and 
throwing in another aet. 
All the reigning party could do was to de­ 
fend Its record ("W e have brought Canada 
through the depression") and In the final 
analysis the record was not found accep­ 
table to the majority. W. L. 
MacKenzie 
King, former premier who now retu rn s lo 
power, will attem p t to do w hat Prem ier 
Bennett was unable to do—convince Cana­ 
da that he has the secret of dissolving the 
hard facts of the depression In a magic 
solution of theories. 


W 
h a T u I t ? " 
It s amusing to watch attem pts to classi­ 
fy the Roosevelt administration. Old fash­ 
ioned Democrats don't want to be blamed 
for its policies, and new deal Democrats 
say It Is more like the old deal than the 
new deal of their effervescing Imagination. 


Republicans cringe under the charge that 
the new deal has borrowed their philoso­ 
phy of s strong, central government and re­ 
taliate by comparing It with the fascist 
philosophies of Europe. Obviously, however, 
It Is not comparable with the fascist regimes 
of Germany and Italy. 


Fascism is primarily interested 
in the 
preservation of the capital structure. In the 
United 
Slates 
the 
capital 
stru ctu re 
is 
threatened by the new deal. according to 
Us defenders. They charge that the Roose­ 
velt administration Is flirting with social­ 
ism. Socialists, however, reply Indignantly 
that it la doing nothing of the kind. 


In the presence of so many refusals to 
claim It, the confused citizen doesn’t know 
what 
to 
believe. 
Apparently, 
that's 
the 
biggest difficulty of new deal leadership at 
the moment. It has seemed to be so many 
different things no one knows what it is.

Th* Elyria 'Earthquake' 
Early on a Tuesday morning. 
July 23. 
1872. the vicinity of Elyria, including the 
whole of Lorain county and parts of ad­ 
joining counties, experienced 
a 
veritable 
“earthquake" though the cause was not that 
which usually produces theae disturbances, 
a slipping of the e a rth s crust. There was 
a deep dull sound followed immediately by 
a rattling of windows and doors of the 
houses of the town and such of the popula­ 
tion th at was up rushed from their houses, 
expecting to see them fall, while those still 
ahead lost no time In getting up and out 
Into the street. 
It was soon found that the vibration had 
been caused by the falling of a great ledge 
of rock Into the bed of the Rim k river. The 
outcropping stone ai this place i" sandstone, 
and the river had cut Its wa> through the 
ledge until for several miles it formed a 
sandstone gorge from 40 to 60 feet deep. 
The total mass that fell was estimated to 
weigh 6.50ft tons.

Child With Regular Sleeping 


And Eating Habits Assur­ 


ed Healthy Body 


By R O Y A L S. C O PELA N D . M. D. 
NO T O N L Y dees the right choice 
of foods influence the growth and 
development of the child, but In 
every way it builds up the health. 
It serves, too, to promote regular 
bowel movement. 
In many Instan­ 
ces. as a matter of fact, constipa­ 
tion in children can be traced to 
faulty diet. 
It is the rule that the child with 
regular habits of eating, sleeping 
and elimination is assured a heal­ 
thy body. 
Of course, the daily diet 
should contain adequate amounts 


of fresh fruits and vegetables and 
other foods which have a natural 
laxative action. 
Set Definite Time 


Make the child understand the 
importance 
of 
‘ habit time.” 
Set ; 
aside a definite time each day for 
elimination. 
The 
most desirable 
time is after the 
morning meal, 
but any other time may be chosen. 
so long as it is regularly used. 


The child should be taught always 
to heed nature’s call. 
If the urge 
U repeatedly neglected, the muscles 
of the bowel *become weak and will 
not 
function 
properly. 
Chronic 
constipation soon follows. 
Sometimes it may be advisable 
to insert a small suppository into 
the rectum. 
This can be kept in 
place by pressing the buttocks to­ 
gether for two or three minutes. 
The suppository will dissolve and 
stimulate bowel movement. 
Do not permit the child to read, 
play or engage in any distracting 
movements while 
on 
the 
toilet. 
Avoid keeping him there longer 
than IO minutes. 
If he is consti­ 
pated and cries whenever he has a 
stool it may be due to a deficiency 
of water.

The fecal mass which has been 
retained in the colon has become 


hard and dry and requires mois- 
true.

may 
be overcome by 
drinking 
at 
least 
three or four 


glasses of water each day. It is well 
to add to the diet auth laxative 
foods as prunes, apricots and rhu­ 
barb to bring about a normal con­ 
sistency of the stool. 


Above all avoid drastic cathartics. 
Often they setup severe irritation 
as well as serving to disrupt the 
normal functional activity of the 
bowel. An enema may bo resorted 
to if necessary but never give any 
medicine unless prescribed by your 
physician.

It must be apparent to even the 
dullest that a great deal can hap­ 
pen In national politics In a year,

For one thing, u n l i k e many other 
presidential years, 1936 permit* of 
only a one-sided preview. It seems 
pretty well agreed Mr. Roosevelt 
will be the Democratic candidate, 
and that he will campaign for the 
“new deal.” Who the Republican 
candidate will he nobody pretends 
to know, nor is there any assur­ 
ance for what principles he will 
stand. 
A third party now appears un­ 
like^ 
to develop, although that 
possibility alone surely forecloses 
any 
hard-and-fast conclusions at 
this stage of the proceeding!. 
A new session of congress meets 
In January, and It is proverbial 
that the session preceding an elec­ 
tion often has much to do with 
making the Issues. 
In pnrtlmilar. a new budget must 
be submitted mid passed. No one 
would deny that a great deal de­ 
pends on which way the adminis­ 
tration turns with respect to relief 
and unemployment, and spending 
In general. 
If only these elements of uncer­ 
tainty were considered the task 
of making a dependable prediction 
would be hard enough. 
It might 
possibly be done by a shrewd 
guesser, but there remain at least 
three other complications, the out­ 
come of which no man can be cer­ 
tain about.

First of all there Is the question

sinking deeper Into depression. 
Secondly, there Is the question 
of the supreme court. Its decisions 
during the present term may set­ 
tle Issues which have come to have 
the highest pcflitical Importance, 
or may create new Issues so fund­ 
amental that both sides will have 
to recast their entire strategy ac­ 
cordingly. 
Finally, there Is the war In Af­ 
rica. Who would have supposed in 
1914, 
when 
Austria 
and 
Hervla 
quarreled, 
that 
the 
presidential 
campaign of 1916 In the United 
States 
would 
turn 
almost 
com­ 
pletely on Issues growing out of 
the reverberations of that little 
war? Who knows what questions 
of neutrality may now arise to 
blanket 1936 and relegate to sec­ 
ondary place all of the domestic 
Issues which seem so large today? 
In any ordinary campaign, any 
one of these three elements of un­ 
certainty wrnuld be sufficient to 
call into question all predictions 
made a year ahead. The year 1936 
will be a good year to “walt and 
s e e ”

Relief Problem Faced Liverpool 
In 1874,Weekly Newspaper Shows 


Copy of Democrat. Edited by Late Enoch Bradshaw, 
Lists Donors to Poor Fund After 1873 Panic 


PERFECT BRICK USED

Excavation Reveal Bricka of Same

The relief problem faced 
East 
Liverpool in 1974. bul It was not 
identified by alphabetical classifi­ 
cations. an old edition of the East 
Liverpool Democrat, which w-aa ed­ 
ited by the late Enoch Bradshaw, 
reveals. 
A copy of the weekly publication, 
recently given t-> BL B. Biadshaw. 
son of the late editor and publisher 
and he himslf a newspaper lino 
type operator, tells of a campaign 
to collect funds ‘‘to aid the poor 
of our town during the w inter” fol­ 
lowing the panic of 
1873. 
The 
names of 70 pottery manufacturers, 
m erchants, professional men, other 
citizens and churches were listed 
as donors to the relief fund in the 
edition published Wednesday, J i n 
7, I S74. 
This was No. 46. volume 
IV of the newspaper, which was 
rounded 
by the *>lder Bradshaw, 
one of the city’s pioneers. 
Preserved By Jacob Shenkel 
The paper was preserved by the 
late Jacob Shenkel, Civil war vet­ 
eran. pottery 
m anufacturers and 
merc hant. 
At his death the c< py 
became the property 
of 
Mentor 
Shenkel. 
Because it was Ma fa­ 
ther who published the paper the 
latter turned it over to E. B. Brad­ 
shaw as a family heirloom. 
Beneath 
the 
m asthead 
of the 
four-page publication was the slo­ 
gan. “Tell the Truth and Shun the 
Devil.” During the five or six years 
which he issued the paper, m ad- 
shaw became noted for his fiery 
editorials on problems of the day. 
In Ms "briefs." Bradshaw called 
attention to the fact that churches 
were not required to pay real e s ­ 
tate taxes. 
"Seven churches In town worth 
$50,000 to $60,000 pay no taxes," he 
said, and then asked, "Why .'” An­ 
other item tells of pra>er services 
being held in the churches which 
caused Editor Bradshaw to suggest 
that church m em bers pray for the 
return of prosperity In the pottery 
industry.
